ITS SOUNDNESS QUESTIONED. 


Ordinance Prohibiting Certin Lines 

of Business in Residential District 

Is Declared Unconstitutional. 

REDONDO BEACH, Nov. 27.— 
The question of whether or not ‘he 
city ordinance regulating the indus- 
trial and the residential districts is 
constitutional has been brought be- 
fore the City Trustees as the. result of 
the barring of J. A. Coates, an un- 
dertaker, from establishing an under- 
taking business in the residential is- 
trict. After Coates had leased the 
property and begun alterations for the 
establishment of his business, he was 
notified by the city authorities that 
it was unlawful. Last night a petition 
Was presented to the Council signed 
by a number of residents asking for 
the repeal of the restricting ordi- 
nance. 

In an address to the Council espous- 
ing the cause of Coates, H. Johnson 
of San Bernardino, Coates’s attor- 
ney, said that the ordinance was un- 
constitutional, as it barred new busi- 
ness from the prescribed residential 
district, but permitted those estab- 
lished previous to the adoption of the 
ordinance to remain. This, he sai-l, 
was unfair, and a similar ordinance 
was ruled as unconstitutional in a test 
case in the Superior Court in the city 
of Los Angeles. He pointed out the 
fact that the industrial district with 
lumber yards, machine shops, and so 
forth, was not a desirable location for 
an undertaking establishment, and 
cited other cities where undertaking 
establishments are in the residential 
parts. The matter was referred to 
the City Attorney and will be acted 
upon in two weeks. 

City Attorney Frank L. Perry said 
today that he does not consider the 
ordinance unconstitutional, as he 
holds that the city has a right to de- 
bar certain business and industries 
detrimental to a residence district 
from that district, and that he will 
recommend .to the Council that the 
ordinance remain as it is.

In the Wilds. 


E’S GENIUS OF 
“BISHOPSHACK.” 


Picturesque and apostolic are the 
missionary methods used by the 
Right Rev. Charles Scadding, bishop 
of Oregon, who is in the city to con- 
fer with Bishop Johnson about mat- 
ters ecclesiastical. The bishop and 
Mrs. Scadding arrived at the Van 
Nuys yesterday from the Episcopat 
convention In New York, Which 


| closed several weeks ago. 
On the side of a cliff overlooking} 
the Pacific, one mile from the little 
town of Bandon and on one of the 


most beautiful beaches in Oregon, is 
“Bishopshack,” a four-room 
cabin, which is missionary head- 


quarters for Bishop Scadding and his 


assistants during the summer season. 

From “Bishopshack” missionary 
work radiates to eight missions, 
which are twenty to thirty miles 
from each other, but which ere 
easily reached by stage or boat. 
Itineraries are arranged and the 
work #lanned by Archdeacon Horst- 
fall, who has been the resident priest 
in that vast district for twenty-five 
years. 

In the cliff bordering on the beach 
below “Bishopshack” is a cave in 
which members of the mission have 
erected an altar and a cross. The 
cave was consecrated a church and 
named “St. Peter's in the Rock.“ A 


.steep pinnacle of rock above the cave 


forms a natural church spire. A 
missionary scaled the stone pinnacle 
two years ago and erected a large 
cross made of fir beams which is seen 
far out at sea. 

Bishop Scadding and his assistant 
missionaries conduct church services 
on the beach in front of the cave 
church. Often the congregations are 
much larger than any building in 
Bandon could possibly accommodate. 
The audiences usually are “mixed,” 
including church members, towns- 
people, seamen, ranchers and moun- 
taineers. 

Bishop Scadding’s diocese ineludes 
all that part of Oregon lying west of 
the Cascade range or a territory of 
40,000 square miles. The population 
of the district is 400,000. The bishop 
has much to say on the subject of the 
proper agricultural development of 
that part of Oregon, but he has 
more to say about the importance of 
missionary work among the scattered 
settlers of the territory. 

Bishop Scadding calls attention to 
the rich returns from what he desig- 
nates as “spiritual investments” on 
the Pacific Coast. ‘The prelate agrees 
with statesmen and  agriculturists 
that the coast region affords rare op- 
portunities for capital, but he sees a 
correspondingly great opportunity for 
religious work. 

“The material and commercial re- 
sources of the Pacific Coast are as 
yet undeveloped,” Bishop Scadding 
said. National aid and private cap- 
ital are granted without stint to de- 
velop the natural resources. States- 
men recognize that the whole coun- 
try should assist this territory so 
that some day this section may repay 
the nation a hundred fold. 

“It would be well for the church 
at large to have a like vision of the 
possible religious returns from spitrit- 
val investments here. The poor 
communicant of the church today 
will be the wealthy churchman of 
tomorrow. The young confirmee in 
the struggling mission today prob- 
ably will be the steward of vast prop- 
erties tomorrow. Now eis the time to 
bind them firmly to the church.”

The wisdom and foreknowledge of 
Bishop Conaty was demonstrated yes- 
terday in the dedication of the Church 
of the Holy Cross at No. 4705 South 
Main street. The lot adorned by the

The dedication of the church of the 
Holy Cross was an occasion of espe- 
cial rejoicing to Los Angeles Catho- 
les and they attended the event in 
thousands because this is the jubilee 
year, celebrating sixteen centuries of 
unbroken liberty for the sacrificial 
Christian emblem. It was to Con- 
stantine in the year 313 that the

on 
Emerging as a result of a small 
coterie's desire to see Pacific Electric 
rates revised downward, the Los An- 
geles Rate Association started out 
some six months ago to unite various 
civic bodies of Southern California in 
a concerted demand to the commis- 
sion that rates be revised and in some 
cases reduced as much as 50 per cent. 
The plan in certain essentials miscar- 
ried, through a disinclination of many 
civic bodies to join in the movement, 
and the association finally filed a com- 
Plaint in its own name. 
— President Shoup of the Pacific 
Electric had a large part in render- 
ing abortive the larger plans of the 
association. His medium was a can- 
did statement that the Pacific Elec- 
trie is, and has for some time been, 
rubbing along on a margin of — 
that is narrow even to the vanishing 
point. and that a reduction of rates 
will mean that many needed tmprove- 
ments in Southern California cannot 
be made. 

In effect he stated that the pros. 
perity of the Southland and the Pa- 
cific El are so interrelated that 
a blow at one is a blow at the other.

WOULD EMPLOY NURSE. 


Pomona Desires Proficient Person 
Who Can Attend to District Sick 
Cases, 


tee composed’ of Mayor Vandergrift, 


Councilman Boyd, Rev. C. R. Hudson 
and C. N. Burton, appointed recently 
to assist the Fruit and Flower Mis- 
sion in its effort to secure a district 
nurse for this city, reports that it has 
found the general sentiment among 
the citizens and residents here to be 
in favor of the employment of such 
a nurse and that now seems to be 
the appointed time for engaging her. 
A number of local physicians and peo- 
ple of Pomona are urging the appoint- 
ment of Mrs. Ora Lamoreaux to the 
position, and the committee has in- 
dorsed her. ; 

The committee has recommended 
that the offering at the union Thanks- 
giving services to be neld at the First 
Baptist Church tomorrow be turned 
over to the members of the Fruit and 
Flower Mission to be used for the sup- 
port of the nurse and that the benev- 
olent and charitable organizations of 
the city be asked to subscribe certain 
sums toward the maintenance of the 
district nurse. The committee has 
further suggested that the generous- 
minded public of Pomana also be 
asked to contribute toward the work, 
which will be of general benefit to the 
community. 

The Fruit and Flower Mission also 
-will avail itseif of the offer of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
to engage the services of the nurse 
when needed in the illness of any of 
its poticy-holders, as is its custom, the 
Metropolitan company agreeing to pay 
a certain sum for each attendance. 

The success of the starting of the 
night cl at the High School here 
has surp the Board of Education 
and the school faculty. Already over 
140 are enrolled in the classes, rang- 
ing in ages from 20 to 50 years, and 
at the last session there were forty 
or more present who have not yet 
registered, but who plan to enroll. 
R. A. Coverdale is in general charge 
of the movement and he is assisted by 
several teachers. 

It was at first thought that three 
sessions a week would be held, but 
because of the large attendance and 
popularity of the idea it is probable 


to be divided into two groups, each 
group attending classes two nights a 
week. Some of the older people en- 
rolled in the night classes have chil- 
dren attending the day sessions of the 
public schools. Tuition is free, the 
only cost being that of the text-books 
sed.

MUST HAVE NEW PARKS. 

“But we have got to do something,” 
he sald, “to develop a comprehensive 
park scheme or we are lost. Three- 
fourths of the inside parks are in a 
dilapidated condition and more are 
needed. I say we are lost, because 
unless we create new parks in certain 
sections, squalid tenements are going 
to grow up there, just as sure as new 
people and a new class of people are 
coming following the opening of the 
Panama Canal. I will say that the 
Park Department favors this site for 
an athletic field, but it hasn't the 
money to even make more than a 
beginning of surveys. 

“Around this bow! will run a run- 
ning track, within which will be a 
football field, a hockey field and a 
baseball field. Here, there, and other 
places will be necessary adjunct, or 
at least so I conceive ultimate plans. 
But money is scarce.” 

Col. Griffith J. Griffith, the donator 
of the park, followed with a short 
speech pledging himself to assistance 


playground for the people. 

“I have always had the idea,” he 
said, “that this large domain be- 
longed to the people, for their use, 
and their enjoyment, and I want to 
see everything done that will contrib- 
ute to their use of it and their en- 
joyment.

ITCHCOCK’S INSURRECTION. 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska ex- 
Plains his insurrection against President 
Wilson on the currency bill by saying that 
were the issues political he would yield 
his judgment to that of the President, but 
that, in his opinion, “the banking ard cur 
rency question is not political or partisan 
and should not become so.” 

Senator Hitchcock claimed that how- 
ever Senators might yield their judgment 
to that of the President on the tariff, 
which was a political question on which 
the Democratic party obtained power, yet, 
on the currency question, every Senator 
was entitled to vote according to his own 
convictions and beliefs, and he for one 
would not vote for a vital or fundamental 
feature against his convictions, even to 
meet the views of the President of the 
United States. , 

The Senator admitted that by his vote 
he had deadlocked the committee. It was 
slid by some that it was Presidential in- 
fluence that had produced the deadlock, and 
it was said by others that it was produced 
by Hitchcock refusing to change his vote. 
He did not know how the deadlock was to 
be broken. | 

A call has been issued for a Demo- 
cratic caucus to consider the situation. 
That will make matters worse. The cur- 
rency bill is in the hands of the com- 
mittee and must remain there until re- 
ported voluntarily or by order of the Sen- 
ate. A caucus can neither order a report 
nor compel the committee to return the 
bill to the Senate. Senator Hitchcock said: 

“The caucus might enter into a discus- 
sion of the merits of the bill and the 243 
amendments to it still pending before the 
committee, most of them offered ‘by the 
chairman of the committee, but the de 
cisions of such a caucus would not be 
binding, and after days or weeks of dis-

“Personally, I am already on record. I 
would not permit myself against my con- 
victions to be bound by the decisions of 
a secret caucus on an important matter of 
legislation like this, not political nor 
partisan.” 

It would seem that the only course was 
and is to submit the currency Dil] to the 
Senate, where the discussions will be pub- 
lic and the votes made in public. 

This would be in defiance of President 
Wilsen’s plecounter orders of November, 
1913. But it would be strictly in accord- 
ance with the doctrines enunciated by 
candidate Wilson in 1912 before his elec- 
tion. He said then: “It is a first neces- 
sity to open the doors and let in the light 
on all affairs which the people have a 
right to know about. It is necessary to 
open up all the processes of our politics.

{New York Times: J Recently I no- 
ticed in the Times a discussion as to 
how to color a meerschaum pipe. It 
may interest your readers to know, 
how one was colored in fifteen days. 

A Buropean contemporary tells an 
entertaining story of how a pipe was 
colored “by order of the Czar.” An 
artist who had spent some years in 
Russia received as a parting gift from | 
the Czar (Nicholas I) an enormous 
meerschaum mounted with dlamonds. 

Noticing that the recipient was 
looking somewhat positively at the 
gift, the Czar esked him what he 
was thinking about.

Marriages of idiote and thé insane 
@re illegal in about half of the States 
and these marriages are presumably 
invalid everywhere, as such persons 
cannot make contracts. On similar 
grounds in three States a marriage 
is invalid when one of the parties is 
intoxicated. Only five States forbid 
the marriage of those suffering from 
ceftain diseases. In Delaware a child 
of a person insane before it was born 
cannot marry. In Utah an epileptic 
woman may marry after the age of 
45 years, but not before. 

“Laws limiting closen of rela- 
tionship in marriage,” according to 
Popular Science, “are based On social 
rather than on biological considera- 
tions. Indeed, we have no scientific 
khowledge that would enable us te 
preacribe limits of cdnsangulfity 
within which marriage is undesirable 
from the point of heredity or eugen- 
ice The marriage of first cousine is 
illegal in about half of the States, in- 
cluding Pennsylvania and Illinois, yet 
such marriages have been and are 
common in all classes of society. The 
most distinguished family known to 
Dr. Davenport aré the seven children 
of Charles Darwin, who married his 
first cousin. The royal families of 
Europe are closely inbred, but form 
a superior group. A consideration of 
their heredity shows, as might have 
been anticipated, that both desirable 
and ‘undesirable qualities 
Ranced by the marriage of 
lated by blood. 

“The social reasons 

sirable to forbid the marriage of 
those who become related through 
marriage are not urgent; indeed, they 
have practicaliy disappeared since 
segregation of the sexes has been 
largely abandoned. The limitations 
do not exist in many of the States, 
and in others are curiously inconsist- 
ent. Marriage with a deceased wife's 
sister is not prohibited, but in West 
Virginia a man may not marry his 
deceased wife's step-daughter, and in 
Massachusetts he may not marry his 
deceased wife's grandmother.”

last June leaving an estate of $140,- 


Dr. Duane heard that about all that 
was known of Lee's early life was that 
he was born in Philadelphia and that 
when a young man he sold a rug to 
Mrs. Abraham Lincoln. On hearing 
that, Dr. Duane concluded that Lee 
was his long-lost cousin, Henry Lee 


Duane. 

In 1884 Henry Lee Duane got into 
serious difficulties that caused him to 
leave home, go to Chicago and assume 
a new name, William Henry Lee, tak- 
ing the first name of his favorite cou- 
sin, Dr. Duane, as his first name. Dr. 
Duane knew nothing of Lee's success 
in the publishing business with the 
firm of Laird & Lee. In the eighties, 
Dr. Duane went to India as a nat- 
uralist for the United States govern- 
ment, and was reported slain in the 
massacre of Benares. 

Before starting for Chicago three 
weeks ago, Dr. Duane gathered con- 
siderable evidence, and from his post- 
card his friends here believe that he 
is satisfied that the courts will rec- 
ognize his kinship. Dr. Duane is the 
only living relative.

The Democratic Administratlou's

(Washington Correspondence Pitts- 
burgh Gazette Times:] The State De- 
partment now has before it concrete 
evidence of the detriment to Amer- 
lean interests of the Wilson admin- 
istration’s policy toward China. Com- 
Plaints filed on behalt of the Amer- 
ican bankers who were interested in 
the proposed six-power loan to China 
indicate impressively the subordinate 
Place into which American interests 
in the Far- East. immediately and 
prospective, have been forced hy the 
withdrawal of the United States from | 
the international concert in Chinese 
affairs. ‘The complaints are based on 
the recent agreement between Japan 
and China whereby the former na- 
tion received extensive rallrua i con- 
struction privileges. The concessions 
to the Japanese government, it ig 
charged, are in violation of an agree- 
ment made by China with the Amer- 
ican group of bankers, including J. P. 
Morgan & Co., which interested itself 
in China beginning with the early 
days of the Taft administration. 

It was learned today that W. p. 
Straight, representing the American} 
Froup in the six-power loan, came to 
Washington a day or two azo and 
laid before Secretary Bryan the griev- 
ance of the group in connection with 
Chinese-Japan railroad agreement. 
4 Straight reminded Mr. Bryan that 

American group had stipulated it 
retained all its rights regarding Fail- 
road construction in China and that 
it so informed the government last 
March when President Wilson de- 
clined to give his sanction to the loan 
hegotiations. Mr. Bryan made an in- 
vestigation after the presentation of 
the facts by Mr. Straight. This was 
followed by the-sending of a message 
of inquiry asking the Chinese rovern- 
ment for the facts in regard to the 
recent railway agreement with Japan. 

It is also understood that in add! 
tion to asking for the terms of the 
agreement with Japan Mr. Bryan in- 
vited China to express herself as to 
whether she wag still desirous of 
American participation in the pro- 
jected railroad constructed provided 
in the agreement of 190% No reply 
has been received from the inqutries, 
There is little reason to hope, how- 
ever, that the American rights will 
be revived and respected. 
The American agreement was made 
in 1909, and was known as the 
Chinchow-Atgun Rallway agreement. 
It provided for the construction of a 
read over a route of about 300 miles 
from Chaoyang to Toananfue, a line 
which is to be a feeder for the Japa- 
nese line in Manchurta. It wus pro- 
vided that the American bankers 
should furnish the money for the 
road, while the British firm of Messrs. 
Pauling should actually construct jt. 
The Japanese arrangement recently 
concluded with China provides for 
rallroad construction over practically 
the same route.
